PRODUCTION TIME

HE ever increasing complexity 

of the typographic business, plus 
the year to year business growth of 
Michigan Typesetting Co., created 
accounting problems which defi- 
nitely needed correcting. 

The floor space in our plant is 
over 40,000 sq. ft. We employ 230 
people and operate 24 hrs. a day. 
Being one of the largest typesetting

To explain more specifically, if there is 
linecasting machine composition, some hand 
composition, as well as makeup time, each 
of the three men working on that particular 
job enters time spent on his type of work 
on separate cards. 

A Production Card is filled in by each 
employee working on a given job. The cus- 
tomer’s name is written in the blank space; 
the job number, operation number, as well 
as the clock number are indicated by the 
employee who marks in the little oval spaces 
with a special pencil. 


plants in the country, our jobs are 
naturally varied. National and lo- 
cal advertising, direct mail pieces, 
booklets, brochures, catalogs, manu- 
als, forms, labels and prospectuses 
are some of the jobs we do daily. 

In past years we have changed 
cost accounting methods several 
times. However, as our organiza- 
tion continued to grow, we found 
that any manual system we could 
devise took too much time. Gen- 
erally speaking, the information 
was received too late to be of value. 
Also, any system of hand posting 
and extending invariably was found 
to be full of inaccuracies. 

With the present billing and cost 
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accounting methods offered by a 
number of companies, we found our 
only alternative was to convert our 
present system to automatic ac- 
counting machinery. With this de- 
cision we have installed a modern 
cost accounting system for our typo- 
graphic plant. After a period of 
many months of planning and con- 
sideration we found that the IBM 
punch card equipment was advan- 
tageous for our problems. 


Fast Production Information 


We now have more accurate in- 
formation, faster, such as: 
(1.) By 10 a.m. each day, we

When starting work, the employee fills in the space with his name and number and 


punches “in” on an electric time clock. 


For regular time worked on specific jobs during the day, the employee fills in the Pro- 
duction Card shown at lower position in Fig. 1. 
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Fig. 3.—This is reproduction of Outside Purchase Card used with IBM Accounting System. Any 
items necessary to complete the job but which are not produced in the plant of the Michigan 
Typesetting Co., are entered on this card. Use of the card is self-explanatory. 


The typographic compositor, like the commercial printer, is cost conscious. In modern business 
accounting 
methods are slow. Here is a fast method adapted especially to the composing room. 
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have a report of the chargeable 
hours and production for the pre. 
ceding day and night in each de 
partment in the plant. If produc- 
tion is off in any department, we 
immediately review the report with 
the department supervisor. It js 
easy to remember what went on the 
day before. 

(2.) We have a summary each 
day of the time reported by each 
individual in the plant. We re. 
cover many hours that otherwise 
would be lost. 

(3.) We have an accurate cost 
summary on every job produced. 
The hour extensions and additions 
are accurate and it assures our cus- 
tomers of the most accurate labor 
hour charges that can be provided. 

(4.) The punched cards can be 
sorted and summarized to provide 
any information we want. 

(5.) Our department supervisors 
have become better managers be- 
cause of the accurate production 
reports they receive. They have 
become cost conscious and we have 
found a definite increase in produc- 
tion, at lower costs, in each depart- 
ment since installation of these 
procedures. 

(6.) We also needed a much 
faster billing operation because of 
the large volume of work which 
we do and because most of the bill- 
ing is done in the last week of the 
month. 

(7.) The work-in-process at the 
end of every month now takes only 
a couple of hours compared to a 
couple of days previously. We can 
now get our monthly statement 
from our auditors a couple of days 
sooner.

When the metal is weighed previous to out- 
of-plant delivery, a special pencil is used to fill in the oval spaces which express in pounds the weight of the metal used in producing the 
job. The two tabs are self-explanatory—one for filing in the job jacket, the other is customer's receipt for the metal. The main part of the 
card is sent to the accounting office.

PRINTING PRODUCTION—December 1958 

















The cost of the equipment which 
we installed is costing less than we 
anticipated. After installation of 
the IBM equipment we find a com- 
pletely new picture of our plant 
and accounting operations. 

Some months ago we installed an 
IBM 402 Accounting Machine. 
Along with the accounting machine 
we have a 082 Card Sorter, 514 
Reproducer and a 010 Key Punch. 


Mark Sensing System 


In our operation we use IBM 
Mark Sensing as the source of our 
information. Our results with IBM 
Mark Sensing has been overwhelm- 
ingly successful. A detailed descrip- 
tion of the procedure for shop 
employees is as follows: 


Daily Attendance Card 


When reporting for work each 
day, each man in the plant secures 
a Daily Attendance Card (Fig. 2). 
This card replaces the old style 
time card with time expressed in 6 
min. units. Each man writes his 
name and mark senses his man 
number in the proper spaces. Mark 
sensing is done with a high graphite 
content special pencil so each mark 
will definitely permit completion of 
a circuit as the marks pass under 
and contact three wire brushes in 
the IBM Reproducing Punch. The 
electrical impulse, which must trav- 
el through the mark from the out- 
side brushes to the center brush, 
flows only at the instant the pen- 
cil mark in the outlined area is in 
contact with the brushes. Each 
employe’s_ starting time, lunch 
time and finishing time are punched 
by a time clock in the plant. 


Production Card 


When starting a job each man fills 
in a Production Card (Fig. 1) for 
each job worked on during the day 
and also fills in a Production Card 
for all non-productive time during 
the day. 

After a shift is complete (day 
and night) the Production Cards 
and the Attendance Cards are col- 
lected from time clock stations in 
the shop. We have 11 of these sta- 
tions. The cards are now sent to 
the IBM department. Here we 
have a girl mark sense the elapsed 
time on each Production Card and 
also the Attendance Cards. After 
this is completed we mark sense

are illustrative only. 


punch the card on the 514 Repro- 
ducer. Now we have the neces- 
sary information punched in the 
cards to run all of our reports. 


Daily Attendance Audit 


(1.) The first report is the Daily 
Attendance Audit by which we bal- 
ance all our Production Cards 
against each man’s Attendance 
Card. We have found other pur- 
poses that we may use the Daily 
Attendance Audit for, because this 
report has a complete listing of all 
jobs worked on by each man. 


Daily Production Report 


(2.) Our second report is the 
Daily Production Report. The Pro- 
duction Report is a conventional re- 
port, a complete listing of total pro- 
ductive and non-productive hours 
for each man. Also we get a total 
productive and non-productive time 
for each department for each day. 








Original measures 81 in. by 17 in. Figures 


Our Production Report is available 
for the shop foreman and other 
people by 10 a.m., which is about 
2 hrs. earlier than our old system. 


Departmental Report 


(3.) Our third report is a De- 
partmental Report. This report is 
run on separate departments to 
have a further breakdown of the 
work that men have performed. It 
shows non-productive time for each 
man, machine trouble time and 
spoiled work time. 


Job Cost Record Report 


(4.) Finished Job Cost Record 
Report. This report gives our bill- 
ing department the necessary in- 
formation for a complete break- 
down of our operations performed 
on each job. We have sub-totals 
of each operation, alteration and 
the total proofing time. 

We also have a complete break-

down of all outside purchases (see 
individual card, Fig. 3) the date 
of purchase and the type of article 
purchased. The total of the com- 
plete job consists of all production 
time on the original job plus altera- 
tions; plus outside purchases (if 
any). However, this total does not 
include any metal charge. 

We have a separate listing of all 
metal shipped on a job (see in- 
dividual card, Fig. 4), the total 
number of pounds of each ship- 
ment, the metal cost of each ship- 
ment and the date of the shipment. 
With this report we have found a 
much more simplified and success- 
ful operation for the billing of type 
composition work which is produced 
by our company. 


Attendance Report 


Weekly we run an Attendance 
Report containing a complete list- 
ing of the regular time and over- 
time worked by each man day by 
day, and for the week. This re- 
port has simplified the payroll 
girl’s job tremendously. She doesn’t 
have a long time consuming job of 
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adding hundreds of attendance 
cards at the end of each week. 


Monthly Reports 


Monthly our reports consist of: 

(1.) Spoiled Work — a detailed 
listing of all spoiled work for each 
department. With this report we 
may detect any unnecessary loss of 
time, which can be corrected. 

(2.) Work in Process — After 
closing billing for the month, we 
run a Work in Process Report. This 
report was a major operation under 
our old system. It would take our 
girls at least a full day and some- 
times longer to take a complete 
WIP. Now with our IBM process- 
ing equipment it is possible to have 
our complete Work in Process in 
the matter of 2 hrs. Now we have 
a complete listing of all jobs in our 
Work in Process. Before, all we 
obtained was a total hour figure. 

With our new Work in Process 
Report we have a chance to analyze 
our outstanding accounts. It is pos- 
sible to find out what are old jobs 
and when they were worked on 
last. With this information we can 
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investigate an old job to find out 
what is preventing the billing of 
that job. We also get the total 
of regular time, the total overtime 
for each job along with the job 
number and the date the job was 
last worked on and the number of 
cards on each job. 

The results, which we receive 
from our IBM Processing equip- 
ment, are the most accurate, legible 
and up-to-date information avail- 
able. We are highly satisfied with 
our installation because we are ac- 
complishing what we thought was 
the impossible. Our equipment has 
fulfilled all our requirements and 
we have an opportunity to add 
more work to our equipment for 
additional information without any 
additional expense. 


Prevent Roller Glaze 


Rollers need care to prevent glaze, 
says the Lithographic Div., New 
York Employing Printers Assoc., Inc. 
Glazed rollers cannot transfer ink 
evenly from other rollers to plate. 
Rollers should be scrubbed carefully 
with pumice and naphtha. 














W EATHER vane in the printing 
industry is the picture post- 
card. The volume of cards used 
over a given period provides an in- 
dication of the amount of traveling 
done annually by people of the 
nation. 

Then, too, these cards provide 
tourists with a means for easily 
made messages to those at home, 
probably a duplicate of the “wish 
you were here” type. Usually de- 
picted on the card is a point of in- 


which are produced over 100 million 
cards a year. Through the courtesy 
of Ted Shelton of the Shelton Color 
Corp. of Hackensack, N. J., we saw 
the battery of offset presses printing 
four color process cards. 

The Shelton Corporation opera- 
tion is based on the reproduction of 
color transparencies sent in from 
all over the country. 

Working on the premise that the 
three color process failed to pro- 
vide fidelity reproduction of trans-

terest on the journey showing per- 
haps scenery, historic events, pic- 
turesque dining places or night 
clubs. 

But to the writer, the card pre- 
sents evidence of a transition within 
an industry. 

The scenic postcard used to be 
predominantly a lithographic prod- 
uct even as it remains today. But 
at the turn of the century the origi- 
nals were hand drawn or engraved 
on stone. 

Today, the original is a color pho- 
tograph providing either a trans- 
parency or reflected copy. In many 
cases it is reproduced without hand 
artwork of any kind. It is photo- 
graphically reproduced on a print- 
ing plate ready to be run in color 
on an offset press. 

Indeed, as a matter of record, an 
expert in the field envisions inser- 
tion of the color original at one end 
of a machine and then gathering 
the product in volume from the 
other end. 

Of course we’re not in that era 
yet. 

Recently the writer enjoyed the 
privilege of a journey through a 
modern picture postcard plant in 
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parencies for postcards and allied 
products, Shelton Corporation set 
about developing a four color meth- 
od of reproduction. This had to 
meet four requirements: 

(1.) Method had to be a sure- 
fire operation adaptable to mass 
production; 

(2.) It had to be economical to 
meet competition; 

(3.) It had to yield a quality 
product; 


(4.) Method had to be flexible 
to enable reproduction of color 
transparencies from many different 
locations. 

Shelton’s research _ established 
that the deficiencies of the three 
color process would be overcome 
with a fourth or black printer. 


Special Inks Developed 


Further, close work with the East- 
man Kodak Co., IPI Div. of Inter- 
chemical Corporation, Champion 
Paper & Fibre Co., and the Du Pont 
Company established the need for 
standardization. 

In the field of ink, for illustra- 
tion, four standard inks were 
evolved. Called Lithogem Shelton 
Process Inks, a yellow, blue, red 
and black ink are being manufac- 
tured for special use in the Shelton 
process by IPI. 

So it is with the Kromekote stock 
used in lithographing the cards. 
The Champion Paper & Fibre Co. 
furnishes a grade of this stock with 
coated surface suitable for this kind 
of printing. 


Quality Control 


Quality control is practiced 
throughout the Shelton operation, 
with air conditioning being em- 
ployed to guard against dust and 
to keep temperature and humidity 
under control. Dust, sudden changes 
in temperature and humidity can 
all play hob with the product. 

Control is a prime necessity in the 
process with originals being shipped 
from so many sources. The trans- 
parency is checked with densi- 
tometric readings of the high and 
low values, the density range of the

original thus is firmly established. 

A highlight mask and three prin- 
cipal masks are then made with the 
highlight mask located in register 
with the color transparency. These 
three masks made through the 80A 
or similar filter for use in making 
the cyan and black printer negative; 
the 33 or similar filter for use in 
making the magenta printer nega- 
tive and the 58 or similar filter for 
use in making the yellow printer 
negative. 


Masking Operations 
Each mask is checked with the 


color densitometer. If the range 
of the mask is within the accepted 
range of masks, they are then used 
to make the continuous tone color 
separations. Should special effects 
or additional corrections be _ re- 
quired, supplementary masks may 
then be used. A slight enlargement 
is aimed at where possible in the 
separation. 


No Hand Correction 


The separation negatives are then 
checked for balance and range and 
screened through a 150 line half- 
tone screen, angling each for its re- 
spective color. This will yield four 
screened positives—a yellow, a blue 
or cyan, a red or magenta and a 
black. These are then ganged up 
on a plate for the press. At the 
Shelton plant, standard procedure 
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puts 30 conventional postcards on 
a 221% in. by 281% in. sheet. 

With the conventional card size 
being 314 in by 5!% in., and the 
sheet size being 221% in by 281% in., 
30 cards are combined on such a 
sheet. They will be run five across 
the 2814 in. way, making 5 in. by 
SY, in., or 2714 in. and 6 deep or 
6 in. by 314 in., or 21 inches of 
work. 

The positives are stripped to a 
blue plastic key carrying the image 
of each card for registration pur- 
poses, two plastics being used. 
Stripping 15 cards to each plastic 
alternating a mask with a positive 
enables fastening the film of the 
positive in position on the plastic 
with Scotch tape. Of course, the 
area that holds a mask on one 
plastic will have the positive regis- 
tered over the image in that area 
on the other plastic. 

To produce the plate, then a pre- 
sensitized plate is exposed under 
each plastic in succession for each 
color. Registration is accomplished 
by a set of pins on the printing 
plate that fit snugly into holes on 
each plastic. In this manner, a 
plate is made for each of the four 
colors used in printing the card, the 
30 positives for each color being 
stripped to the two plastics in turn. 

Pre-sensitized plates of the deep- 
etch or positive reversal type are 
used exclusively at Shelton. This 
type of plate has been found to 


produce the desired effect from the 
finer screened positives. 

Each plate is then strapped on 
the cylinder of the 22 in. by 29 jn 
offset press, the yellow being run 
first, cyan second, magenta third 
and the black last. Following the 
printing of the four colors, the 
sheets are run through a varnishing 
machine, lacquer being applied to 
the face or the four color side of 
the card. This provides a lasting 
quality to the printing besides im- 
parting a richness and lustre as- 
sociated with works of art. It is also 
an effective method of sealing the 
ink and provides a scratch and mar 
proof surface. 

Established for over three years, 
Shelton now produces millions of 
cards a year. Dealing exclusively 
with the industry, Shelton not only 
supplies the finished product in var- 
ied sizes but also supplies screened 
separation positives. Proofs are 
supplied with the latter, showing 
the customer just what may be ex- 
pected from the film. To get the 
proper values from them, Shelton 
insists their standardized set of inks 
be used in printing the plates made 
from the positives. 


W. C. Rates Drastically Reduced 


A drastic reduction in the Work- 
men’s Compensation Insurance 
rates for newspaper employes en- 
gaged in photocomposition work 
has been granted to the Quincy 
(Mass.) Patriot Ledger following 
an appeal hearing before the Rates 
and Manual Committee of the 
Massachusetts Rating and _ Inspec- 
tion Bureau. 

The ruling provides that photo- 
composition workers be re-classified 
to the low-rate classification cover- 
ing artists, designers, proof readers, 
editors or clerical office employes. 
It contains a proviso that the work 
must be performed in a physically 
separated department. 

In the case of the Patriot Ledger, 
the action reduces the insurance 
rate on photocomposition employes 
from 63c per $100 of gross pay to 
the 9c per $100 rate for clerical 
workers. 

The ruling supported the conten- 
tion of G. Prescott Low, publisher 
of the Patriot Ledger, that photo- 
composition had virtually eliminat- 
ed the risks and hazards of conven- 
tional composing rooms. 
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This is Part III of a four part 
series on handling paper in the 
pressroom. Wehmhoff discusses the 
principal special types of inks 
and how to recognize difficulties. 











SPECIAL types of inks are some- 
times used to obtain certain spe- 
cific results. The principal kinds of 
these inks are doubletone, gloss and 


metallic inks. The importance of 
each varies according to the pub- 
lic’s fancy. Doubletone inks, for 
instance were quite the rage some 


in the ink an oil soluble dye of the 
desired color. For instance, an oil 
soluble red dye incorporated in a 
black halftone ink will yield a 
reddish ring around each black dot, 
thereby giving the printed page a 
two-tone effect. 


Metallic Inks 


Metallic inks are commonly 
known as gold or silver inks, the 
pigments being in varying shades of 
brass or aluminum powder. Due to 
the tendency of the pigments, par- 
ticularly those in gold inks, to react 


roof and due to their reflecting a 
considerable amount of light, they 
magnify any surface irregularities of 
the paper. As in all other kinds of 
printing, a good formation is neces- 
sary for high grade work. 

Gloss ink paper requirements are 
the same as for metallic ink work, 
with the added requirement of a 
high surface strength. These inks 
are tackier than ordinary inks and 
the surface strength of the paper 
must be correspondingly higher 
than when ordinary inks are used. 

The most important development 
in printing ink manufacture in re-

years ago, but of late their use has 
dropped almost to the vanishing 
point. The paper requirements for 
these inks differ according to the 
kind of ink, and frequently it is 
necessary for the printer to use a 
special paper for such inks and an 
entirely different paper for the re- 
mainder of the job if the best re- 
sults are to be obtained in both. 

Doubletone inks are used to give 
a double or two-tone effect to single 
color printing. Their action is de- 
pendent upon the well known ten- 
dency of oil base inks to separate to 
some extent in the drying process. 
All the pigment and part of the 
vehicles remain on the surface of 
the paper and the remainder of the 
vehicle soaks into the sheet. 

The direction of absorption is pa- 
rallel to the surface as well as at 
right angles to it. Each halftone 
dot is, therefore, surrounded by a 
ring of oil wet paper. This is not 
particularly noticeable, if the ve- 
hicle is colorless. The doubletone 
effect is obtained by incorporating

with the fatty-acid constituents of 
the vehicle, such inks are usually 
mixed as needed on the press. The 
vehicle consists of a mixture of 
lithographic varnishes, oils and 
driers, similar to those used in the 
formulation of ordinary inks. Since 
the metallic particles are made by 
hammering, they are flat and have 
considerable covering power. 

The paper on which the best re- 
sults are obtained has a good sur- 
face ink receptivity and a high den- 
sity or ink resistant body. The 
former insures the paper taking off 
sufficient ink from the plate and 
the latter keeps the vehicle on or 
near surface where it can act as a 
binder for the metallic particles. 
If this does not happen, the dry ink 
powders and rubs off the paper. A 
high printing smoothness is also 
necessary. The pigment particles 
lie on the paper like shingles on a 


cent years is heat-set ink. These inks 
are sold under various trade names, 
but the principle is the same in all 
cases. The difference between these 
inks and ordinary inks is in the 
vehicle and in the method of dry- 
ing. The vehicles of oil base inks 
is a mixture of linseed oil or similar 
varnishes, mineral oils and driers, 
while the vehicle of a heat-set ink 
is composed primarily of a natural 
or synthetic resin or mixture of the 
two, dissolved in a volatile solvent. 
Lithographic or linseed oil varnish, 
if present at all, is in very small 
amount, 

The usual printing ink dries part- 
ly by absorption and partly by oxi- 
dation. Heat-set inks, on the con- 
trary dry principally by evaporation 
of the volatile solvent used to dis- 
solve the resins. Not all of the sol- 
vent evaporates during the heating 
period. Some of it is driven into 
the paper from which it evaporates 
at a later time. But for all practical 
purposes the ink is dry when the

FrEATURED at the prevue for in- 

vited guests on Thursday, Nov. 
20, sponsored by Minnesota Mining 
& Mfg. Co., was inspection of the 
new $8 million General Research 
Center building in St. Paul, Minn. 
Here is done industrial research 
for the company’s various divisions. 
Also featured was the display of 
J. S. Mertle’s famous library and 
photomechanics collection, as well 
as demonstrations of 3M’s products 
for the printing industry. 

Among the guests invited by 3M 
President Herbert P. Buetow to have 
a look at the new facilities were 
printing plant management and 
production executives, industry as- 
sociation executives and_ business 
publication editors. What these 
people saw and heard is an indica- 
tion of the development through 
research of improved equipment and 
materials for at least two of the 
major printing processes. 


Becoming Research Conscious 


Printing executives are becoming 
increasingly conscious of the essen- 
tiality of industry research. Research 
activities are expanding in the in- 
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dustry’s various sectors. All of the 
printing processes are highly de- 
pendent upon chemistry, physics 
and engineering. There is also much 
to be said for keeping printing in 
the forefront of the communica- 
tions field. 

Many printing executives, par- 
ticularly in the commercial letter- 
press field, believe the greater part 
of research progress is best accom- 
plished through equipment and sup- 
plies manufacturers. They seem 
satisfied to have a relatively small 
portion of the cost of research in- 
cluded in the price of equipment 
and/or supplies purchased from the 
manufacturer. 


The Mertle Library 


Visitors to the 3M Graphic Arts 
Research Laboratories were thrilled 
when they viewed a small part of 
the J. S. Mertle photomechanical 
library. Approx. 209 choice and his- 
torically significant specimens were 
mounted on uoright floor panels 
for easy inspection. 

The library part of the famous 
collection consists of 6000 volumes. 
Mertle and his wife have devoted 
their lifetime to collecting the books 
and rare specimens. In all prob- 
ability there isn’t a comparable col- 
lection anywhere in the world. 


It has been announced that Min- 
nesota Mining & Mfg. Co., in addi- 
tion to extensive use by its own re- 
searchers, eventually will make the 
historically significant portions of 
the library available to serious 
Graphic Arts students throughout 
the world. However, this won’t oc- 
cur until after the library has been 
fully catalogued. 


Cost of Research 


According to Bert S. Cross, 3M 
executive vice president, the annual 
expenditure for industrial research 
in this country last year passed the 
$7 billion mark. The 3M con- 
pany’s appreciation for the value of 
research will result in his company 
spending almost $16.5 million on re- 
search this year. Last year, Cross 
said, the research investment repre- 
sented 4.4% of gross sales. 

He explained that 3M’s labora- 
tories are busy night and day with 
the work of some 1500 men and 
women, all occupied with one form 
or another of general industry prod- 
uct research and development. 

Quoting from a survey made 
among 120 companies by the man- 
agement consultant firm of Booz, 
Allen and Hamilton, Cross stated 
that two-thirds of all research proj- 
ects fail to produce useful results. 
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In no company was the failure less 
than 50%, and in one it was 90%. 
Cross said: “A look over the early 
progress reports for our 3M Printing 
Projects would show at least an 
80% failure record. They tell me 
they have improved somewhat since 


then ” 


Product Concept Development 


Dr. Carl E. Barnes, 3M vice presi- 
dent and director of the Central Re- 
search Center, explained that the 
Center is operated for long range 
research for the various company 
divisions. ‘The scientists and tech- 
nicians develop a new product con- 
cept to produce an entirely new and 
different product. The proposed 
product then is tranferred to one of 
the Graphic Arts Laboratories where 
it is put into workable shape, after 
which it is presented to the Graphic 
Arts Division for manufacture. This 
is only a superficial explanation. Re- 
search isn’t that simple, but the 
reader vill comprehend the general 
idea. 


Not So Secret 


Previous to the tour through the 
immense Research Center, Dr. Carl 
S. Miller, technical adviser, Graphic 
Arts Div., said he had an explana- 
tion to make to 3M’s guests. The 
frank explanation was to the point. 
It was with reference to some of 
the windows in the Graphic Arts 
laboratory section being “blacked 
out” to the guests. “One can’t see 
molecules in a bottle or flask,” he 
said, “but if they are put into pic- 
ture form the trained eye could see. 
These laboratories are not blacked 
out because the things you might 
see are so secret but only because 
they have not yet been developed.” 


Future Letterpress Research 


Clifford L. Jewett, 3M’s Printing 
Products Div. manufacturing man- 
ager, explained that 40 people are 
employed in the Graphic Arts Re- 
search laboratories housed within 
the General Research Center build- 
ing. If the Graphic Arts Products 
Div. has a problem in connection 
with some product for the printing 
industry, it can turn to General Re- 
search Center’s management and 
can also call on research people in 
all other 3M laboratories. The true 
laboratory is in the mind of the re- 
searcher—not in the laboratory and 
equipment by themselves. 
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Jewett also explained that 3M’s 
Graphic Arts organization under- 
takes development of new products 
for the printing industry only and 
does not attempt to produce prod- 
ucts by copying. 

In answer to a question, Jewett re- 
sponded by saying it is his honest 
opinion that the greatest amount of 
letterpress research will be done by 
manufacturers in the future. The 
reason is that the letterpress indus- 
try’s problems are complex. How- 
ever, some research contributions 
will be made by the letterpress 
printing industry itself. 

Answering another query, Jewett 
said new products other than those 
demonstrated to the guests are be- 
ing considered or are “in the works.” 
They are not yet ready. 

The concluding event of the day 
was a banquet held at the St. Paul 
Athletic Club. This was attended 
by approx. 100 guests, 3M execu- 
tives and research men. Principal 
speaker was scheduled to be Hon.

Presses in both labo- 
ratories are mounted on foundations in base- 
ment to isolate vibration. 


4.—In this offset-lith pressroom, 166 line 
gray scale prints are most frequent testing 
jobs. Gray scale prints enable pressman to 
check 3M chemicals, plates and dampening 
system. At left, pressman is placing a 3M 
dampening roller in the 17 in. by 22 in. 
Harris press. Pressman at right is check- 
ing ink coverage on the ATF Chief 20. 
Primarily, accelerated breakdown tests from 
3M presensitized plates are run. 


5.—Offset plate coating formulations are 
tested and approved in these laboratories 
before they get a field test. The next step 
in new product work after passing selective 
field testing is a test marketing program, 
then the product is released to the trade.

Raymond Blattenberger, U. S. Pub- 
lic Printer. Because of Blattenberg- 
er’s illness, John Grant, production 
manager of the Government Print- 
ing Office, delivered the address pre- 
viously prepared by the Public 
Printer on Progress and Future of 
the Graphic Arts. 


Establishes Two Divisions 


In 1954 the Public Printer es- 
tablished an Offset Division with 
responsibility for all offset functions 
and operations vested in a superin- 
tendent of offset. 

Grant said it was Blattenberger’s 
policy not to expand the GPO’s 
overall printing facilities. Obsolete 
equipment of equal capacity is re- 
moved for every new offset press in- 
stalled. 

The GPO now has 40 offset 
presses. In 1957, the GPO ran 272 
million impressions from 32 thous- 
and plates. 

The Letterpress Division heads 
are doing a better, more intensive 
job. These executives have better 
and faster equipment, the old equip- 
ment taken out and the Letterpress 
Division has been modernized in 
the same manner as the other de- 
partments. 


U. S. Dept. of Graphic Arts? 


Toward the end of his address, 
Blattenberger observed that there 
should be a department of the 
Graphic Arts in Washington, D. C. 
There could be one if there were a 
greater degree of unity in the print- 
ing industry, he said. 
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Printing Industry Products 
Shown by 3M 


Among the products developed by 
3M for the printing industry and 
which were explained and demon- 
strated to the guests in the various 
laboratories, are: 


Letterpress Plate Treating—This 
method primarily is for treating 
plates mounted around the common 
impression cylinder of a_ printing 
press for long run work.

Designed for rapid production of 
dry copies of letters, drawings and 
the like. Conies produced in 4 sec.

matic multiple copying model. 

Frisketing for Color Work—On 
color proof work, the 3M beaded 
sheet surface prevents smudging on 
successive color proofs. 

Beaded Press Packings — There 
are several kinds designed for fine 
screen work, perforating rules and 
for newspaper presswork. Packing 
permits quick backup of work.

Offset Dampening Rollers and 
Sleeves—This is a combination of 
roller, special replaceable sleeve and 
vacuum equipment to permit chang- 
ing the sleeve quickly on the press 
dampening roller. Said to permit 
color change from black to yellow 
ink by wiping the sleeve with blan- 
ket wash. 

Letterpress Press Makeready — 
An impression of the form is taken 
on a special thermoplastic coated 
sheet. The sheet is then placed on 
the cylinder which is then rotated 
under a light source in the machine. 
As the sheet passes under the light 
source, the middletone and _ solid 
areas in the image are raised. The 
sheet is then replaced in register un- 
der the top sheet of the press’s im- 
pression cylinder. 

Tapes—The visitors were shown 
the many kinds of tape used during 
the platemaking processes in the 
printing industry and for innumer- 
able applications in home and fac- 
tory. 

Scotchlite Reflective Backing—An 
elaborate presentation of the reflec- 
tive qualities of this new product 
was given. Primary uses are for 
road direction-guide signs at night. 
Other applications may be for dis- 
play signs and certain types of 
printed matter.

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Press Half-deck 
Reversal Method

Explained with the aid of illus- 
trations is a method employed at 
the Times-Union for reversing the 
Goss printing press half-decks. This 
method eliminates resetting the 6 
in. rubber roller which drives the 
spiral roller. 

With this method, the 6 in. spiral 
drive roller A can be shifted to either 
position (regular or reverse) with- 
out necessity for resetting. 

First, remove the plunger stud 
from the throw-off lever. Before re- 
placing this lever, tap on a % in. 
thread. 

The plunger stud is removed from 
the lever so the hole can be used 
to provide location for centrally 
drilling and tapping the hole for 
positioning roller A in the regular 
or second position. 

Set roller A in position where it 
is in contact with the auxiliary ink 
drum and the spiral roller. This is 
the reverse of Ist position. 

Using the throw-off lever, pull 
roller A away from the auxiliary ink 
drum until there is a clearance of 
approx. ' in. In this position mark 
dead center of the plunger stud hole 
in the frame, drill a 21/32 in. hole 
and tap with the 3/4 in. thread to 
match the plunger stud. 

This is the regular or second po- 
sition. The plunger stud is now re- 
placed in the throw-off lever and

shifted to regular or reverse position without 
resetting.

used to lock the lever in this posi- 
tion by screwing the stud into the 
hole. 

The 5!% in. rubber roller B is 
set to drive roller A in the regular 
or second position. 

With the roller B set to drive 
roller A, make a scribe mark on top 
of the adjustment screws and brack- 
ets (see drawing) of roller B so this 
roller can be backed away from 
roller A when the deck is reversed, 
and returned to the exact setting 
when the deck is changed back to 


the regular or second position. 















The changing of the fountain 
roller gear is not affected by this 
method. This gear is still changed 
in the usual way each time the 
deck is changed. It will be seen 
the procedure is quite simple.

Chairman of the Composing 
Room Clinic was Raymond J. Cox, 
production manager, Bangor (Me.)

Four representatives of photo- 
composition processes remarkably, 
and with discreet and diplomatic 
mien, each espoused his firm’s prod- 
uct to the audience. 

Leading off was William Baum- 
rucker, jr., vice president, Photon, 
Inc. He was followed by Morton 
G. Freed, sales manager, Northeast 
Printing Equipment Corp., who 
spoke on the Shaftstall electric 
spacer and proofreader; Harold B. 
Plaut, advertising manager, Inter- 
type Company, discussed What’s 
New at Intertype; Herbert Rand, 


Mergenthaler Linotype Co., spoke 
on New Developments in Linofilm. 
C. Shepley Cleaves, Ludlow Typo- 
graph Co., Spoke on New Develop- 
ments in Brightype.

quently, however, they require some 
policing. We recognize that no one 
can do this policing for you, so at 
Research Institute we have worked 
out a method for determining the 
usability of incoming materials. The 
method involves the use of a depth 
measuring microscope.” 

Prince discussed at some length 
and in detail, the work that has 
been done at the ANPA Research 
Laboratories regarding proper form 
preparation in the composing room 
and, control of form element height 
to enable the stereotyper to secure 
best molding results. 

The ANPA laboratory studied 
mat roller molding pressures and 
their effect on stereotyping quality. 
Measurements on stereotype mat 
molding pressures show that me- 
chanical stretch or tuck-in during 
molding is effected directly by the 
molding combination used and the 
equipment settings. He observed 
that best reproduction of form detail 
is obtained when there is no stretch 


Prince also reported studies re- 
lated to roller pressure during mold- 
ing. One of the studies was related 
to mat roller lift and how to deter- 
mine it with a gauge. 


Packless Mats 


With respect to development of 
packless mats Prince said: “We have 
found that mat packing is a bottle- 
neck in most plants. Use of pack- 
less mats eliminates the bottleneck 
and results in increased capacity in 
the stereo department.” The labora- 
tories have worked with Kimberly- 
Clark on development of Mat Pak. 
Other packless mats, however, are 
available from Burgess Cellulose 
Co., Tenak Products Co. and Wood 
Flong Corp. As of August 1958, 
there were 42 daily newspapers us- 
ing a packless mat full time, 11 us- 
ing it part time and over 100 in

such as small drug circulars. Parallel folds up to eight in sheets 1744 in. by 26 in. 


may be secured in one operation. 


For single sheet multiple folding, the folded stock may be cut apart at either the 
parallel section or the right angle section so that two, three or folded signatures are 
delivered from each single sheet fed into the folder. 

Each of the folder units is self-powered as in the suction pile automatic feed. 
Single or multiple line (both directions simultaneously) perforating may be done. 
Equipment perforates and delivers sheets flat, or sheets may be folded in one operation. 

By means of dual adjustments, the pressure of folding rollers is regulated so that 
each roller adjusts to thickness of the paper passing through for single or multiple 
thicknesses. All roller adjustments are made from the top of the machine. Micrometer 
scale on both sides of every fold plate enables exact setting quickly. 

To fold, paste and trim in one operation the paster is dropped into position and 
the cutters are moved to proper position on the cutting, scoring and perforating shafts.

Fluoro TriColor Lowers Cost 
Of Engraving and Offset Plates 


Production executives in all kinds 
of letterpress, offset and gravure 
plants doing color platemaking 
and/or color printing will be inter- 
ested in Fluoro TriColor. This is 
a development recently announced 
by Printing Arts Research Labora- 
tories. The reason for interest by 
the production executive is that he 
is always interested in develop- 
ments that will enable him to re- 
duce costs, do better work at less 
cost, or perhaps enable his com- 
pany to get into a particular kind 
of work which it has been felt the 
company’s customers could not af- 
ford previously. 

The method is what might be 
called a simple, economical means 
for producing printing plates rang- 
ing from one color and black to 
three colors and black. 

At the outset, it is explained that 
this process is not suitable for re- 
production of color photographs. 

Claims made for the method con- 
sist primarily of elimination of 
camera color separation work. The 
non-printing areas of an_ illustra- 
tion (pure white highlights and 
background) are kept dot-free by 
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automatic means, rather than by 
hand masking or hand opaquing. 


Mounting Color Copy 


As is shown in the accompany- 
ing illustration, the platemaker’s 
copy in the case of three color and 
black copy, consists of an original 
artist’s drawing in black. Mount-

are three layers or color flaps (one 
each for the yellow, red and blue 
colors) of clear Du Pont Mylar 
film.

Dutro Handles Web Offset Perfector 


Orville Dutro & Son, Inc., has 
been appointed distributor of the 
new Vanguard web offset perfect- 
ing press designed for the smaller 
newspaper field. The press is in- 
tended for producing up to a 32 
page tabloid or a 16 page standard 
size newspaper. Speeds are rated 
at up to 12,500 newspapers per 
hour. Manufacturer states change- 
over time from full size to tabloid 
or reverse can be accomplished in 
less than a minute. 

The Vanguard, originally named 
the Gemco, is available in two, 
three or four perfecting units. Each 
unit will deliver four eight-column 
standard page newspapers or eight 
page tabloids. Two sizes are avail- 
able. One, 31 in. wide, handles a 
standard 15!/ in. by 22 in. page or 
an 1114 in. by 15!/ in. tabloid. The 
larger model is 36 in. wide and pro- 
duces a 17 or 18 in. by 221% in. 
standard page or a 17 or 18 in. by 
1114 in. tabloid page. The press 
is equipped with a former folder 
with jaw-type tuck. A quarter fold 
is being developed. No special 
foundation is required for the press.

Goss Webfed Offset 
Newspaper Press 


A webfed offset press intended 
for the publication of daily, weekly 
and suburban newspapers has been 
developed by The Goss Company 
Div. of Miehle-Goss-Dexter, Inc. It 
will be known as the Goss Subur. 
ban Offset, and will consist of four- 
page units, roll stands, in-feed ar- 
rangements and folder. 

The press illustrated is designed 
for producing a 16 page standard 
size or a 32 page tabloid newspaper. 
Additional units can be added to 
increase page capacity. Units can 
be superimposed for color. Folders 
can be provided to deliver standard 
broad sheet, tabloid, magazine, or 
a variable size product. 


The Suburban will print blanket- 
to-blanket and no driers are re- 
quired. Each page can be printed 
8 or 9 columns wide with a 223, 
in. cutoff. Papers are delivered 
folded at speeds claimed to be up 
to 12,000 per hr. Non-coated 40 
in. diam. roll stock is used. 


Features include floor mounted 
unit construction requiring no pit, 
color flexibility, and an automatic 
lockup which Goss says will per- 
mit metal plates to be mounted in 
less than a minute. The same 
lockup can be used for paper off- 
set plates. It is designed so that 
the pressman can reach all cylin- 
ders and adjustments from the floor 
level without interference from the 
web. 

The ink feed system is said to be 
designed to supply a film of ink in 
direct ratio to the press speed. 
Sockets are designed to give an 
independent flat adjustment on all 
double contact rollers. Throwoff

A feature of the press 
is the cylinder arrangement which 
allows the web to touch on only 
one full-size idler unit between 
printings. 

Variable speeds of the infeed 
rolls, located between paper roll 
and first printing unit, and of the 
chill rolls are said to permit coordi- 
nation and balance of web tension 
between feeder and folder.

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N. Y. Stock Report 
Printing Done Fast 


A fast method for printing in- 
yestment reports and views of the 
stock market, prepared by the Re- 
search Staff, is used in the Graphic 
Arts Dept. of Baker, Weeks & Co., 
New York Stock Exchange mem- 
ber. James M. Cosentino is in 
charge of the printing operation. 





James M. Cosentino, Graphic Arts Dept., 
Baker, Weeks & Co., New York. It is im- 
perative that firm's daily stock reports be 
gotten to clients in a hurry. 


Cosentino explained that since 
events change rapidly on Wall 
Street, these reports necessarily 
must be up to the minute. He 
also said that for some of the re- 
ports the information has to be 
gathered, put together and printed 
between 3:30 p.m. when the stock 
market closes and the last mail 
pickup in the evening. Because of 
the increasing number of changes 
which occur before press time, it 
was decided to review the plate- 
making procedure. Cosentino said: 
“It was found that commercial 
platemakers could not conform to 
our tight production schedule. 

“We installed equipment for 
processing offset films and_ plates, 
including a Goodkin Model A Cam- 
era Lucikon with an {8-32 proc- 
ess lens to make 14 in. line or half- 
tone negatives, the plates being 
used on our 1250 Multilith press.” 

Pasted-up typewritten material is 
used for plate copy. Each printed 
report consists of a minimum 1000 
copies. From 6 to 10 plates are 
required daily. Last minute chang- 
es are made by discarding, if nec- 
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essary, previous plate or plates and 
making new metal plates. 

Added Cosentino: “Considering 
the pressure conditions under which 
our printing must be done, the 
equipment is _ performing _ satis- 
factorily.”

paper leaves the press. Heat is es- 
sential in the drying of such inks, 
which limits their effective use to 
web presses, where it is possible to 
lead the printed web through a 
complicated system of gas heated 
chambers or over large steam heat- 
ed drums followed by cooling rolls 
in either case. 

Inks of this class have been devel- 


oped for sheet feed presses, but their 
use is limited to short runs, which 
are required to be backed up at the 
earliest possible time. Even then 
these inks require more than an 
hour for drying as compared with 
fractions of seconds in tne case of 
web press inks. 


The paper requirements for heat- 
set inks are but little different from 
those of oil base inks. Any paper 
that can be printed well on a web 
press with oil base inks will give 
good results with heat-set inks. In 
addition, papers that are not ab- 
sorbent enough to allow being

Offset and Letterpress Inks 
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printed on a web press with oil 
base inks without offset or smudg- 
ing can be printed satisfactorily 
with heat-set inks. 

Paper for heat-set printing should 
have a good surface ink receptivity 
to pick the ink off the plate. Further 
absorbency is not essential and in 
most cases not desirable. Some ab- 
sorbency is required, as all the sol- 
vent is not driven off by the heat, 
part being absorbed by the paper. 


One kind of ink, known as water- 
dried is widely used in the cor- 
rugated box field. This ink dries 
almost immediately and is _prac- 
tically odorless. Its main drawback 
is that it dries flat with practically 
no sheen. Research has resulted 
in some improvement in this re- 
spect, but as yet no water-dried ink 
has been produced with a finish to 
that of conventional oil base inks. 


The vehicle in water-dried inks 
is a mixture of several glycols and 
resins. These have a high moisture 
absorption rate and a minimum 
water tolerance. A moderately wa- 
ter soluble resin dissolved in the 
glycol mixture yields a vehicle that 
remains liquid until conditions are 
such that an excess of water is 
available. Pigments, of course, are 
incorporated in the vehicle to make 
a complete ink. 


The printing is done from rubber 
plates in the usual letterpress man- 
ner, although the equipment is not 
as precise as that used in fine pub- 
lication work. The corrugated board 
must contain a fairly high percent- 
age of moisture, usually about 7%. 
When the ink~is printed on the 
board, the board absorbs moisture, 
throwing the glycol-resin emulsion 
out of balance, and precipitates the 
resin-pigment combination as a dry 
layer on the board. The water and 
glycol are absorbed by the board. 


Ink Trouble Remedies 


Some knowledge of the more com- 
mon troubles may be of assistance 
in determining whether the trouble 
is due primarily to ink or to paper. 
Following are some examples of 
common troubles in which ink is 
the main offender. 

Complaints sometimes occur such 
as when ink will not dry on a cer- 
tain paper or that it dries all right 
on some parts of a sheet, but not 
on other places on the same sheet. 
These troubles are ink troubles and 
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the paper is not at fault. Inks can 
be made which will dry satisfac- 
torily on any given paper, but no 
ink will be satisfactory for all 
papers. 

Such complaints are received in 
offset printing more often than in 
letterpress, and seldom, if ever, in 
rotogravure. This is due to two 
things: (1) Proneness of some offset 
pressmen to think they have to do 
something to the ink to make it 
work and (2) Tendency of offset 
inks to form an emulsion with the 
water used in the process. 

If an ink will not dry on a paper 
for which it was made, it may con- 
tain either too much or too little 
drier, usually the latter. Since it 
is a difficult matter to determine 
which is the case, it is safer to as- 
sume that there is not sufficient 
drier. This will be found to be the 
correct diagnosis 95% of the time. 


Too Much Varnish in Ink 


An ink in which the vehicle con- 
tains too much light-bodied varnish 
to fit the paper may soak into the 
sheet to such an extent that the 
pigment, which necessarily remains 
on the surface, retains an insuffi- 
cient amount of vehicle to bind it 
to the paper. In such cases the pig- 
ment chalks off or can be rubbed 
off the paper. In other cases there 
is almost enough varnish retained 
by the pigment and the ink re- 
mains putty-like, apparently not 
dry. 

The remedy in the case of insuffi- 
cient drier is to add more drier. If 
too much drier, add the same ink 
made without drier. The amounts 
to add can be determined only by 
trial, on the basis of experience. In 
all cases, it is better to add too little 
than too much. 

If the ink contains too much 
light-bodied varnish, the best rem- 
edy is to replace it with proper ink, 
but when it is not possible, a small 
amount of a heavy bodied litho 
varnish can be blended with the 
ink. It is a difficult matter to do 
this properly in the fountain, and 
whenever possible the mixture 
should be put through an ink mill. 
If a mill is not available, the mix- 
ing can be done on an ink plate, 
using a large spatula. 

Instances have been found where 
the proper ink was furnished by 
the ink manufacturer, but the par-

dition. In testing inks for drying 
quality, a sample should be taken 
from the fountain, as that ink is not 
necessarily the same as that fur- 
nished by the manufacturer. A 
sample from the original container 
should be tested as a check. 

The same ink conditions are usu- 
ally found when the ink dries in 
some places and not in others. 
Sometimes it dries around the edges 
of the sheet, remaining wet in the 
center. This may be due to the

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less frequent one is when the se¢. 
ond ink contains too little drier, but 
is printed over another ink which 
contains a pigment such as chrome 
yellow or iron blue, which are 
natural driers. In this case, the un. 
derlying layer of pigment acceler. 
ates the drying of the ink put over 
it. The usual cause, however, is the 
use of an ink containing too much 
light-bodied varnish. When such 
an ink is printed over another ink 
the first ink has sealed the surface 
of the sheet to a sufficient extent 
to hold the second ink on the syr. 
face until it sets. When the second 
ink is printed directly on the pa- 
per, it soaks in too fast, leaving the 
pigment with an_ insufficient 
amount of varnish to bind it prop- 
erly to the sheets. 


Color Process Printing 


Process printing involves putting 
from two to four and occasionally 
five superimposed layers of ink on 
the paper. In inks used in sheet 
printing, the principal portion of 
the ink may consist of litho var- 
nishes which are bodied linseed oils 
of varying viscosities or the newer 
synthetic resin varnishes having 
similar characteristics. Considerable 
oxygen is required to dry these inks 
and the oxidation is naturally ac- 
companied by a rise in temperature. 


Winding or separating the sheets 
to admit fresh air and also to cool 
the paper, is frequently necessary 
when heavy forms are being print- 
ed. If this is not done the heat and 
lack of oxygen, may cause the ink 
to sweat, that is, become soft and 
sticky when it should be dry. As a 
result, the sheets stick together, 
causing offset and sometimes com- 
pletely ruining the job. This can- 
not be prevented by the use of non- 
offset sprays, since the heat devel- 
oped often is enough to raise the 
temperature of the paper above the 
melting point of the waxes used in 
the older types of sprays. When dry 
sprays containing starch or similar 
material are used, the solid par- 
ticles of spray material becomes em- 
bedded in the soft ink allowing the 
wet printed sheets to come in close 
contact with each other. This trou- 
ble obviously is one in which the 
paper is not at fault, although at 
times it is blamed.

I. Tornberg, vice president and 
sales manager of Wood Newspaper 
Machinery Corp., narrated slides on 
the Wood Ultramatic Stereotype 
Curved Plate Machine. 


Ink Mist Reduced 


The more important contributing 
factors for ink misting in the news- 
paper pressroom were pinpointed 
by Stanley H. Southhard, chief 
chemist for Geo. H. Morrill Co. 
He mentioned these factors: (1) 
Cracked, hard or glazed rollers; (2) 
Excessive form roller impression; (3) 
Heavy ink flow; (4) Ink of exces- 
sive length. 

Southhard discussed early investi- 
gative work in cooperation with Grit 
Publishing Co., Williamsport, Pa. 
He stated most recent studies indi- 
cate that when using Morrill’s

As will be seen by looking at this chart, the printing 
equipment and supplies indexes have been divided into 
tight main indexes each one representative of the depart- 
ment in the printing plant in which the equipment and sup- 
plies are used. Thus, if one wishes to locate equipment or 
supplies for the pressroom all he needs to do is to turn to 
5—Pressroom Index on page 171. In this way, the executive 
will be concerned with an index consisting of sources of 
wpply for the pressroom only. In this way, while he is 
hunting pressroom sources of supply he is not concerned 
with the many sources of supply for other departments 
in the plant. 


Please bear in mind that if you do not wish to follow the 
symbolized entries in each index, you may just ignore the 
symbols and use any of the indexes as a straight alpha- 
betical index.
